To the Officers and Citizens of Corinth: 


How fast time flies, especially when one enjoys his work, 
and has plenty of it? Another year has passed, and again it 
is time to report to the Taxpayers of Corinth — not only 
on the past year’s work, but what may be in the future. 

You voted last March to add a small room to the Town 
Office, and have the Town Clerk’s work in the same office 
with the other Town work. Many of you townspeople have 
voiced your approval of how well it has worked out. That 
is very pleasing to Mrs. Snow and myself, as we have tried 
to make it a success. We do need to add another fire-proof 
safe for the Clerk’s records, and a filing cabinet. This will 
improve the service still more. 


We have an Article in the Town Meeting Warrant to raise 
and appropriate $300.00 to repairs and improve the stage 
in the Town Hall. The Lions Club painted the ceiling and 
walls in the Hall last fall, and the Board of Trade is going 
to have the stage curtain cleaned this spring. This greatly 
improves the appearance of the Hall. If these different or- 
ganizations can be assured that the townspeople are really 
interested in the appearance of the Hall, I feel sure that 
more volunteer help will come forward and offer their assist- 
ance. While on the subject of the Hall, please notice the new 
chairs. 

There is another Article in the Warrant that I wish to ex- 
plain. As you know the Lions Club bought a 7% Acre field, 
just back of the stores, and are developing a Recreation 
Field for the youngsters. The Article referred to: is to see 
if the Town will raise and appropriate $600.00 to hire a Di- 
rector for this field. Please remember that our youngsters of 
today do not have any “wood-boxes” to fill, but they've got 
just as much energy as the youngsters “of our day.” Let’s 
get together and supervise the “overflow” of energy which 
is with all our children. 


The Board of Trade is sponsoring an Article to appropriate 
a sum of money to subsidize a Doctor willing to locate in 
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this area. I understand that the Town of Charleston has a 
similar Article in their Warrant. Most of us realize that a 
Doctor would be a great asset to the Town. In emergencies, 
Bangor, Dexter or Dover-Foxcroft are a long distance away. 


One Article in our Warrant —(to raise or appropriate 
$50.00 to be paid to the Maine Publicity Bureau, to ad- 
vertise our State), we have been in the habit of “passing.” 
In the past I have felt that we were justified in doing so. 
However, the State has seen fit to give us some very good 
roads, and I now feel that we would be paid back many 
times, if we cooperate and pay this small amount of money 
to aid them in advertising Maine. There are many towns in 
the State, smaller than Corinth, that are paying their alloca- 
tion. 


Please notice that each Article in the Warrant has the 
recommendation of the Budget Committee. These men have 
had a chance to go over all Articles and make careful ex- 
aminations and recommendations. They have tried to present 
a budget adequate to operate each department efficiently, 
and at the same time the taxpayer’s pocketbook was kept 
in mind. All members of this Committee are taxpayers. 


Both Mrs. Snow and myself want to thank all of the 
town officials for whom we have worked, and the towns- 
people in general for their fine cooperation during the past 
year. Through this continued cooperation we can have a 
still better Corinth, and a continued growth. 

Please come to Town Meeting — remember it is your an- 
nual meeting.

To the Citizens of Corinth: 


Brush burning and grass fires were kept well under con- 
trol last season. One hundred thirty-five permits were written 
and duplicates forwarded to the Forest Commissioner. 


The Lookout Tower on High-cut reported several observa- 
tions of smoke, which were investigated and reported back 
to the watchman. 


The town dump has been our greatest problem, due to 
repeatedly finding that dead chickens and animals had been 
disposed of there, almost to the point of making the dump- 
ing spot a menace, in spite of warnings from the State De- 
partment. It is encouraging to note that many chicken raisers 
are seeking means to dispose of these at home rather than 
at the public dump. The Selectmen, Town Manager, State 
Warden and Town Warden solicit your complete cooperation 
in this matter. 


All Fire Warden Meetings required by the Forest Com- 
mission have been attended.

Don't let misinformation, apathy, ignorance or 
selfish interests be the deciding factor when you vote on 
this proposal. 


CONCLUSION 
It has been a privilege to have been your superintendent 
for the past 3% years and I'll always have a spot in my 
heart for the towns and people in Union No. 83. Continue 
your efforts toward better schools.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an 
account of public health nursing services in your community 


for the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to pro- 
vide nursing service to people at home, at school, at work, 
in clinics and health centers, so that individuals, families 
and the community as a whole will be helped to achieve 
and maintain optimum health. Public health nursing is one 
of the basic health services that contribute to a healthy and 
happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
is to provide public health nursing service to people in the 
rural areas and small towns of our State. These services in- 
clude: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their homes 
for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and cor- 
rection of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of 
the handicapped in their own homes, with medical direction 
from the patient’s physician. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases through 
immunization programs, detection and follow-up of tuber- 
culosis and venereal diseases, and health education. 

Maternal and child care, including school health services 
and child health conferences.

Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families under 
care of the various State clinics and services — crippled 
children, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft palate, adoles- 
cent, cardiac, tuberculosis — to help patients and families 
carry out the doctor’s instructions for treatment. 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other 
health and social agencies in behalf of patients and families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually and 
in groups, so that the people themselves will take responsi- 
bility for developing health programs to meet their unique 
local health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World 
Health Organization as “a state of complete physical, mental, 
and social well-being and not merely the absence of disease 
or disability.” It is wisely said that public health is people, 
who are so concerned with good health for themselves, their 
neighbors, and their community that they work for this 
priceless possession. This wise saying guides us well, for no- 
where in our State do we have the number of public health 
nurses we need to give all the services we would like to give. 
It follows, then, that a successful public health nursing pro- 
gram does, and indeed should, depend largely upon the in- 
terest, support, and volunteer work of the local people, in- 
dividually and through organized group effort. The public 
health nurse gives directly those services that require her 
special professional nursing skills and gives leadership and 
counsel to the townspeople in developing, cooperatively, 
the health programs most suitable for their own community. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary 
of public health nursing services in your community for the 
year 1959: 


Three well attended Child Health Conferences were held 
in the spring. Physical examinations and the necessary im- 
munizations for diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, small- 
pox and polio were given to those attending. 
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In March and April immunization clinics were held in 
the elementary school. 


Your local Health Council has continued volunteer service 
in assisting the public health nurse and Dr. Walker in Child 
Health Conferences, school physicals and school immuniza- 
tion clinics. 


The Loan Closet established by the Health Council in 
1958 has proven very helpful. 


Teamwork is essential in any program and certainly your 
Health Council should be commended for just that. The 
health needs in your town have been well met since the 
formation of the Health Council.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF CORINTH 
February 15, 1958 to February 15, 1959 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Cor- 
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inth has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 
15, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the financial affairs of the Town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $23,561.89 per the following 
summary: 


Departmental, Exhibit D— 


Unexpended $ 26,037.61 
Less: Overdrafts ZBaAlo-fo 
$ 23,561.89 


The major portion of unexpended balances was due to 
a contingent appropriation for miscellaneous expense. Ad- 
ditional funds for school maintenance, if necessary, were to 
be transferred from this account. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $33,347.24 was proved by recon- 
ciliation with statement furnished by the Newport Trust 
Company and verification of subsequent deposits. 


Other assets were reviewed to determine their value; 
lists of unpaid accounts are in agreement with ledger bal- 
ances. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be determined, the current liabilities 
consist of $2,300.00 due the Ministerial and School Fund. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The reserve for losses in taxes receivable is being main- 
tained on an estimated basis.

Balances carried forward are comprised of the follow- 
ing: Street Lights $139.82, Civil Defense $375.00, Social 
Security Taxes $34.45 and Education $1,606.26. 


Unappropriated surplus increased $20,056.31. This in- 
crease was due principally to a contingent appropriation for 
miscellaneous expense. Analysis of this account is shown on

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Treasurer’s receipts and warrants were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash receipts 
were reconciled with bank deposits and warrants reconciled 
with checks issued. 


The 1958 assessment of property and poll taxes was 
proved and compared in detail with commitment to the 
collector. Copies of excise tax receipts were reviewed, added 
and test checked to the extent considered necessary. 


Recorded transactions in matured and unmatured tax 
liens were examined. 


Transactions in tax acquired property were examined. 


Accounts receivable originated from current year trans- 
actions. 


Trust fund resources, with exception of the Ministerial 
and School Fund, are held by agencies other than the Town 
treasurer; a separate report of such funds, as audited, will 
be submitted to the Trustees and Town Officials. 


We did not make a detailed audit; however, all accounts 
were analyzed and test checked to the extent considered 
necessary. 


It is believed that the accompanying exhibits and sched- 
ules fairly present the financial condition of the Town as of 
February 15, 1959, and the results of its operations for the 
year then ended.

SECTION I 
GENERAL 


1. This section shall be known and may be cited as 
“The Building Code.” 


2. No building or structure shall hereafter be con- 
structed or major alteration made except in conformity 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 


3. This ordinance shall be enforced by the Inspector 
of Buildings hereinafter appointed. He shall receive 
applications required by this ordinance and issue the 
proper permits upon payment by the applicants of the 
prescribed fees. The Inspector of Buildings shall, upon 
completion of the work, certify that the work has been 
performed in accordance with the Building Code, if 
such be the case, and shall issue the prescribed cer- 
tificate of occupancy. If the work has not been perform- 
ed, then he shall not issue the said certificate. 
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4. It shall not be lawful to construct or make a major 
alteration on a building or structure without first filing 
with the Inspector of Buildings an application in writ- 
ing and obtaining a formal permit issued by him. 


5. An application for a permit shall be submitted in 
such form as the Inspector of Buildings may prescribe 
and such application shall be made by the owner or 
leasee, or agent or either, or the builder employed in 
connection with the proposed work. 


6. Applications for permits shall be accompanied by 
a plan showing the lot, the area and location of which 
justify the building, together with such drawings of the 
proposed work, including when necessary, floor plans, 
sections, elevations and structural details, as the Inspec- 
tor may require. 


7. No application for a permit shall be considered 
to have been filed until the stipulated fee therefor has 
been paid and fees for permits shall be collected by 
the Inspector of Buildings as follows: 


Estimated Cost of Work in Dollars Fee 
$ QO to $ 5,000. $1.00 
$5,000 to $20,000. $3.00 
Over $20,000 $5.00 


A permit under which no work is commenced within 
six months after issuance shall expire and the permit fee 
forfeited. All fees paid and collected shall be reported 
and turned over to the Town Treasurer by the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings. Any permit granted by the Inspector of 
Buildings shall be conspicuously posted upon the subject 
premises in such manner as to be visible to passersby. 


8. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Buildings 
to immediately examine all applications for permits. If, 
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after examination, he finds no objection to the same and 
it appears that the proposed work will be in compliance 
with the laws and regulations applicable thereto and 
the proposed construction or work will be safe, he shall 
approve such application and issue a permit for the 
proposed work as soon as practicable. If his examination 
reveals otherwise, he will reject such application, noting 
his findings in a written report to be attached to the 
application, and he shall notify the applicant in writing 
of said rejection, stating his reasons therefor, within 
seven days after his decision to reject. 


9. The Inspector of Buildings, in the discharge of 
his duties, shall have authority to enter any building, 
structure or premises at any reasonable hour. Proced- 
ure for issuing of permits shall be the same as is pro- 
vided for hereinafter in this ordinance; appeal from the 
decision of the Inspector of Buildings shall be taken as 
hereinafter provided for in this ordinance. 


10. All Building materials used and practices follow- 
ed in the construction of buildings shall conform to the 
generally accepted standard of good practice. The laws 
of Maine and regulations thereunder relating to plumb- 
ing work, electrical work, public health, and the current 
standards of the National Board of Fire Underwriters as 
the same may be amended from time to time shall serve 
as a guide to the Inspector of Buildings in issuing 
permits. 


11. All buildings hereafter erected, shall provide for 
reasonable life safety in the construction, arrangement 
and use of exit facilities from the buildings, together 
with such features of construction and protection as 
have a bearing on safety of egress. In the construction 
of exits, exitways, doors, doorways, halls, hallways, 
passages, and passageways the construction shall con- 
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form to the generally accepted standards of good prac- 
tice. The laws of Maine and regulations thereunder re- 
lating to fire insurance and the provisions of the Build- 
ing Exit Code of the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion shall serve as a guide to the Inspector of Buildings 
in issuing permits. 


12. Whenever the Inspector of Buildings is satisfied 
that a building or structure, or any work in connection 
therewith, the erection, construction or alteration, of 
which is regulated, permitted or forbidden by this 
ordinance, is being erected, constructed or altered, in 
violation of the provisions or requirements of this or- 
dinance, or in violation of a detailed statement or plan 
submitted and approved thereunder, or of a permit or 
certificate issued thereunder, he shall serve a written 
order upon the person responsible therefor directing 
discontinuance of such illegal action and the remedying 
of the condition that is in violation of the provisions or 
requirements of this ordinance. 


13 No Building hereafter erected or altered shall be 
occupied or used in whole or in part until a certificate 
of occupancy shall have been issued by the Inspector 
of Buildings. 


14. The Inspector of Buildings is charged with the 
prosecution of all violations of the provisions of this 
ordinance. In case such notices or orders referred to in 
Section 12 are not promptly complied with, he shall 
make such complaints to the Courts as in his judgment 
are proper, or he may institute such actions or proceed- 
ings at law or in equity as are proper to restrain, cor- 
rect, remove or punish such violations. 


15. Any person or corporation who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this ordinance or fail to comply with 
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any of the requirements thereof shall upon conviction be 
punished by a fine of not more than $50.00 and each 
day on which such violations continue shall constitute a 
separate offense. 


SECTION II 
AREA REGULATION 


1. Front yard depth: There shall be in front of every 
building hereafter constructed or moved a front yard 
having a minimum depth of thirty feet, measured from 
the lot line to the front line of said structure. 


2. Side yard width: There shall be on each side of 
every building hereafter constructed or moved a side 
yard having a minimum width of six feet on each side, 
measured from the lot line to the side line of said 
structure. Wherever a side yard is adjacent to the 
street, the regulations for front yards shall apply. 


3. No buildings shall be constructed upon or moved 
to a lot with an area of less than 7500 square feet, nor 
with a frontage of less than 75 feet. This restriction 
shall not apply to the present record owner of any lot 
of record as of the time this ordinance is enacted. 


4. No dwelling used for one family occupancy shall 
be constructed upon a lot or moved to another lot unless 
said building shall contain at least 500 square feet of 
floor plan space. 


SECTION II 
UNSAFE BUILDINGS 


UNSAFE BUILDINGS: Any building or structure 
that may be or shall at any time hereafter become 
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dangerous or unsafe, shall, unless made safe and secure, 
be taken down and removed, in accordance with pro- 
visions of Chapter 141 Section 25-28 of the Revised 
Statutes of Maine, 1954, which provisions as now exist- 
ing, and as shall hereafter be amended, are adopted, 
and which now provide as follows: 


“Sec. 25. Dangerous buildings — when the municipal 
officers of a town, after personal notice in writing to 
the owner of any burnt, dilapidated or dangerous build- 
ing, or by publication in a newspaper in the same 
county, if any, 3 weeks successively, otherwise in the 
state paper, and after a hearing of the matter, adjudge 
the same to be a nuisance or dangerous, they may make 
and record an order prescribing that disposal shall be 
made thereof, and thereupon the town clerk shall de- 
liver a copy of such order to a constable, who shall 
serve such owner, if a resident of the state, with an 
attested copy thereof, and make return of his doings, 
thereon to said clerk forthwith. If the owner, or part 
owner, is unknown or resides without the state, such 
notice shall be given by publication in the state paper, 
or in a paper published in the county, one day each 
week, 3 weeks successively. 


Sec. 26. Town officers may order nuisance abated.— 
If no publication is made to a justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court or the Superior Court, as is hereafter 
provided, the municipal officers of such town shall 
cause said nuisance to be abated, removed, or altered 
in compliance with their order, and all expenses thereof 
shall be repaid to the town within 30 days after demand, 
or may be recovered of such person by an action for 
money paid. 


Sec. 27. Owner may apply to Supreme Judicial or 
Superior Court. Any owner aggrieved by such order 
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may, within 30 days after said order is so made and 
filed, apply to a justice of the Supreme Judicial Court 
or Superior Court, in terms time or vacation, who shall 
forthwith, after notice and hearing, affirm, annul, or 
alter such order. If the court is not in session, the ac- 
tion shall be entered on the docket of the preceding 
term. 


Sec. 28. Costs. — If the Court affirms such order, 
costs shall be recovered by the town. If it wholly annuls 
such order, costs shall be recovered by the applicant; 
and if it alters it in part, the Court may render such 
judgment as_to costs as justice requires. 


Sec. 29. Sections 25-28 require vote of town. — The 
4 preceding sections shall not be in force in any town 
unless adopted at a legal meeting thereof.” 


SECTION IV 
ADMINISTRATION 


1. ENFORCEMENT: This ordinance shall be en- 
forced by the Inspector of Buildings. He shall issue no 
permit for the erection or alteration of any buildings, 
or part thereof, plans and specifications and intended 
use of which are not in all respects in conformity with 
the provisions of this ordinance. With each application 
for a permit to build there shall be filed a plan showing 
the lot, the area and location of which justify the build- 


ing. 


2. BUILDING PERMIT: No person shall commence 
to erect or make major alteration to any building until 
the Inspector of Buildings shall have issued a Building 
Permit specifying the use to which the premises may be 
put. 
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3. BUILDING INSPECTOR: The Building Inspec- 
tor above referred to shall be appointed annually by 
the Board of Selectmen. 


4. APPEALS: There shall be a Board of Appeals of 
three members and one associate member appointed by 
the municipal officers as provided by Section 97 of 
Chapter 91 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954. The 
terms of members shall be such that a term of one 
member will expire each year. The associate member 
will be appointed annually and shall act on said Board 
in place of any member who may be unable to act due 
to interest, absence from the State or physical incapacity. 
Notice of hearings before the Board of Appeals shall 
be posted in 3 public places in town at least 7 days 
prior to a hearing. Appeal shall lie from the decision 
of the Inspector of Buildings to the Board of Appeals, 
and from said Board of Appeals to the Superior Court 
according to the provisions of Section 98 of Chapter 91 
of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954. 


5. POWERS OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS: The 
Board of Appeals, after a public hearing, may affirm or 
reverse the decision of the Inspector of Buildings; may 
permit exceptions to or variations from the regulations 
of this ordinance, and in accordance with the principals, 
conditions, and procedure set forth in this ordinance; 
and may permit exceptions in specific cases so as to 
grant reasonable use of property where necessary to 
avoid confiscation without substantially departing from 
the intent and purpose of this ordinance; subject always 
to the rule that said Board shall give due consideration 
to promoting public health, safety, convenience and 
welfare, encouraging the most appropriate use of land 
and conserving property values, that it shall permit no 
building use injurious, noxious, offensive or otherwise 
detrimental to a neighborhood, and that it shall pre- 
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scribe appropriate conditions and safeguard in each 
case. 


6. PENALTIES: Whoever violates any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance may be fined not exceeding 
$50.00 each day that wilfull violation occurs shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


7. OTHER REGULATIONS: This ordinance shall 
not interfere with or annul any law, ordinance, rule, 
regulation, or permit, provided that, unless specifically 
excepted, where this ordinance is more stringent it shall 
control. 


8. The invalidity of any section or provision of this 
ordinance shall not invalidate any other section or pro- 
vision thereof. 


9. This ordinance shall take effect upon its adoption 
by the town.

To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
$700 for the purchase of Fire Equipment, or act on 
anything relating thereto. 

Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise 
$700.00 


To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
sum of $500. to be held in a Reserve Fund, toward the 
purchase a new Fire Truck at some later date, the 
money to be deposited in a Savings Bank with the 
money appropriated previously for the same purpose. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise 
$500.00 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to ap- 
propriate from Surplus for the support of the Poor. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Appropri- 
ate $475.00 from Surplus. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for Aid to Dependent Children. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Appropri- 
ate $1,300.00 from Excise Tax 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate to further improve the Dump Road. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise 
$300.00 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise or 
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appropriate to procure from Atkins Memorial Library 
Association the free use of its books for the inhabitants 
of the Town of Corinth, as provided by Chapter 28, 
R.S. of Maine, or act on anything relating thereto. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise 
$500.00 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate to pay interest and discounts. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Appropri- 
ate $200 from Surplus. 


To see if the town will, for the purpose of procuring a 
temporary loan or loans to and for use of said town in 
conducting its municipal business in the current muni- 
cipal year of 1960, and in anticipation of and to be 
paid out of the taxes of the current municipal year of 
1960, authorize and direct the Town Treasurer, subject 
to the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow from time 
to time, during the said municipal year, a sum or sums 
not exceeding in the aggregate the sum of $12,000. and 
to make, execute and deliver the negotiable note or 
notes of the town therefor, payable within said current 
municipal year, and upon such terms as shall be satis- 
factory to said treasurer and selectmen, any debt or 
debts incurred hereunder to be paid out of money 
raised by taxation during the present municipal year. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Yes 


To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
on behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon, including real estate conveyed to the town, on 
such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute 
Quit-Claim deeds for such property, and ratify and con- 
firm any such deeds heretofore given by the Selectmen, 
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in behalf of the inhabitants of the town, purporting to 
convey the interest of the town. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Yes 


To see whether or not the town will vote to raise or 
appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) to be 
paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be ex- 
pended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 91, Section 
108, of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 

Recommended by the Budget Committee — Yes and 
Raise $50.00 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for carrying on a Dutch Elm Disease 
prevention program, as recommended by the Maine 
Forest Service, for the purpose of protecting elm shade 
trees, or act on anything relating thereto. 

Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise 
$200.00 


To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) to purchase a bond for the 
Treasurer of the Corinth Cemetery Trust Funds. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Yes — 
Raise $10.00 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for Care of Cemeteries for the ensuing 
year, or act on anything relating thereto. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise

Defense and Public Safety, or act on anything relating 
thereto.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate to pay its share of the cost of Social 
Security, or act on anything relating thereto. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Raise

To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of the Workmen's Compensation Act, and raise or ap- 
propriate a sum of money to purchase the insurance. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee — Yes — 
Raise $125.00 


To see if the town will vote to authorize its Selectmen 
to appoint a Budget Committee of five members to 
serve without pay. 


To see if the town will vote to hold its next Annual 
Town Meeting in the evening, and state the hour. 


You will give notice that the Selectmen will be in session 


at the Town Office in said Town at seven o'clock in the 
afternoon on Monday, March 14th, the day of said meeting, 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters. 
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Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with 
your doings written thereon.
